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Mid-blizzard crash 
investigation 
underway

Police are investigating to determine what set off 
the chain reaction of collisions in the pileup on the 
QEI1 on Monday, Dec. 2. 

Because of the sheer number of vehicles and 
people involved in the pileup just a few kilometres 
south of the Didsbury overpass, it is going to take 
some time, according to Cpl. Darrin Turnbull of the 
Airdrie RCMP’s Integrated Traffic Unit (ITU), which 
sent officers out to the scene. 

“Unfortunately, when we have a collision involv¬ 
ing 24 vehicles that were damaged, and vehicles that 
were in the midst that weren’t damaged .. and they’re 
providing statements as well,” said Turnbull. 

It will be a lengthy process to get the entire situa¬ 
tion figured out to see who was to blame, and though 
weather surely played a factor, because of the laws 
regarding rear-ending, those people who rear-ended 
other vehicles are responsible for the damage they 
caused, he noted. 

“Drivers also have the responsibility upon them¬ 
selves to go at a speed so that if something does 
happen in front of them, they can avoid it,” he said. 

“We’re taking our own lives in our own hands every 
time we drive a vehicle. 

“If you're driving 100 kilometres an hour down 
the highway in the middle of a blizzard, and you can 
only see 100 metres in front of you, you’re willing to 
take the risk of there not being a fully-loaded senu 
truck with explosives stopped in the middle of the 
highway.” 

He said it is frustrating, because despite all the 
warnings that were put out through the media, 
people were still driving unsafely. 

The ITU had three or four police cruisers set up at 
a time on the highway, trying to get people to slow 
down before the traffic jam, he said. 

“And they would be coming at us at 100 kilometres 
an hour, and it’s impossible for them to stop in time. 
Even with the police cars and the emergency lights 
flashing, they still didn’t see us in time, and several 
times the officers that were out here almost got hit. 
It was a very dangerous situation. 

“We had officers almost getting hit because people 
were still going too fast." 

At the time of the collisions, the temperature at the 
nearest weather station - located in Didsbury - was 
-15 degrees Celsius, but with the wind chill it was - 
29.9 degrees Celsius. The northwest wind gusted to 
a high of 56 km/h at 12:42 p.m., and visibility was 
extremely poor. 

Four people were sent to hospital with minor inju¬ 
ries, he added. 

Both Didsbury and Carstairs emergency personnel 
were on scene, and the Town of Didsbury provided

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Finding new ways to spread the Gospel

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The Chinook Winds 
Christian Centre was 
renamed last month 
to Venue Church, and 
Pastor Corey Kope 
explains that it was 
much more than simply 
a change in name. 

Kope took over as pas¬ 
tor of the non-denomma- 
tional church when his 
mom and dad, Beth and 
Richard Kope, stepped 
down after leading their 
congregation for over 
30 years, and he noted 
that the change in name 
came after much discus¬ 
sion with other members 
of the church. 

One of the biggest 
things that had been on 
his mind in the year lead¬ 
ing up to him taking the 
reins as pastor was that 
he noticed many in his 
generation who were 
raised in church did not 
stay in church as their 
lives progressed. 

“Part of that has to do 
nowadays with market¬ 
ability,” said Kope, hesi¬ 
tant to use that term. 

“We had to decide as a 
church who the church 
was here for.” 

When having conversa¬ 
tions about the change, 
he and the other mem¬ 
bers examined the direc¬ 
tion the church was 
headed in, and asked 
themselves some hard 
questions. 

They came up with 
the answer that though 
the church is there for 
churchgoers, it’s also for 
those who don’t attend, 
for whatever reason. 

“So we couldn’t ignore 
the Internet platform any 
longer, and decided at 
any cost to begin to be 
as effective as we could. 


which raised the other 
question for us: is our 
target audience only in 
our area?" 

The group realized 
though their church 
was in Didsbury, the 
Internet allows contact 
with people across the 
globe, which allows the 
reach of Kope’s teach¬ 
ing to extend far beyond 
the town the church is 
located in. 

They found there is 
a casino chain in the 
United States named 
Chinook Winds, and 
because they wanted to 
get onto the web, Kope 
said they thought it best 
if they changed the name 
to avoid confusion with 
that chain. 

Through a stroke 
of luck, one of Kope's 
friends had to get rid of 
all his video-recording 
equipment, and Kope 
decided to bring it into 
the church. 

Since the acquisition, a 
group of technology-sav¬ 
vy church members has 
been recording sermons 
and putting the videos 
online, with some good 
results. 

He noted the videos 
have collectively been 
getting about 200 views 
a week through the 
church’s website, but 
added because he can¬ 
not count how many 
views the podcasts get 
on iTunes, he cannot 
be entirely sure of the 
count. 

The new name of the 
church came to the 
group after discussions 
of where they would like 
to see the church going, 
and after t hey ironed out 
the new mission state¬ 
ment for the church, he 
said.

Town of Didsbury staff and contrac¬ 
tors were working long and hard last 
week to get the roads cleared out, 
and successfully got the primary and 
secondary roads mostly cleared by the 
end of last week, according to officials. 

CAO Roy Brown addressed the 
town’s involvement in the snow clear¬ 
ing because Greg Skotheim, manager 
of public works, was busy clearing 
streets. 

“Basically council has a priority list 
of snow routes. The Priority 1 routes 
will be cleared first, then they go on 
to Priority 2 and so on,” said Brown, 
referring to the town’s Snow Removal 
Policy. 

The policy lists Priority 1 snow 
routes as 10th, 19th, 20th and 23rd 


streets, along with 15th, 19th and 20th 
avenues. 

Priority 2 routes include Westhill, 
Deer Coulee and Vala Rosa drives, as 
well as 7th, 11th, and 22nd avenues, 
and 12th, 14th, 16th, 18th and 19th 
streets. 

“It’s been more difficult this time 
because of the amount of snow," noted 
Brown. 

“We can’t just plow it - we have to 
pick it up and take it away, because 
there’s just not room to put it any¬ 
where, so therefore it’s more costly 
and it’s slower.” 

Garbage pickup was suspended last 
week because the trucks were getting 
stuck, and he noted that both garbage 
and recycling will be picked up this 
week, and that people can load their 
garbage bins more than usual. 

“If the tops are open, we're not going 


to worry about it, but we’re going to 
ask people to be courteous and try 
to ensure that it doesn’t get blown 
around.” 

As far as recyclabes go, residents can 
bag up extra materials and place them 
next to their blue bins and they will be 
picked up, he added. 

He asks residents to be patient with 
town staff, because it is going to take 
a while before the streets are back to 
normal. 

“All of us would like our street done 
first, however that Ls just not possible. 


Our staff have been working 24 hours 
a day and we’ve brought in extra crews 
and equipment to try and meet the 
needs so we can get to all the alleys 
and roads sooner.” 

He added that the Didsbury Fire 
Department volunteers have been 
doing a great job responding to calls 
despite the weather. 

“They’ve had I don’t know how many 
calls in the hast (few) days, but they’ve 
been responding in very, very challeng¬ 
ing conditions, and we really appreci¬ 
ate the work they’ve done.

The Rosebud Run Sleddog Society 
(RRSS) held the annual Rosebud 
Run Sleddog Classic last weekend, 
Dec. 7 and 8, and despite some com¬ 
plications due to the recent weath¬ 
er, organizers say it went well. 

RRSS president Bill Windsor said 
Saturday was a cold day and that 
Sunday was more blustery, but it 
was all in keeping with the races 
they hold every year. 

The mushers enjoyed it and were 
all able to make it to the race, with 
27 teams and 23 racers, he noted. 

“It was good," said Windsor. “We 
did the four-dog open and pure¬ 
bred, then the six-dog open and 
purebred, four-mile skijouring, the 
junior class and novice class, and 
one heat each day of all of those.” 

Racers and volunteers were treat¬ 
ed to a dinner on Saturday at the 
museum and prepared for another 
day of racing on Sunday. 

“It was about minus 12 to minus 
14, but with the wind it was way 
colder. And it just cut right through 
you. However, by 10:30, 11, the sun 
came out and it quit blowing and it 
was beautiful near the end of the 
race,” he said. 

Preparing the track for the race 
was no easy task, he added, noting 
that because of all the wind last 
week, the track had large drifts in 
some portions and was bare in oth¬ 
ers.

Distractions have no place in winter driving 

But drivers just aren’t getting the message 


blast that created 
very dangerous 
driving conditions 
on highways and 
roads across West 
Central Alberta is 
a painful reminder 
that wintertime 
in this region can 
sometimes be 
a nightmare for 
motorists. With 
dozens and dozens 
of crashes to deal 
with, emergency 
crews, including 
EMS, firefighters 
and police were kept very busy across 
the district. 

In many cases those same emergen¬ 
cy personnel put their own well-being 
at risk when they came out to rescue 
stranded and injured drivers and pas¬ 
sengers. 

Without the outstanding and self¬ 
less effort of those same rescuers, 
many of those same motorists would

many, many drivers continue to talk 
on hand-held cellphones while out on 
area roads. Is it at all uncommon to see 
motorists chatting away on their mobile 
phones as they barrel down highways in 
the region? Sadly, no it isn’t. 

Why are those drivers not getting the 
message when it comes to distracted 
driving? Are the fines, which start at 
$172, not tough enough? Do those driv¬ 
ers somehow believe they are immune 
from wintertime crashes? If they think 
so, they are wrong. 

No one wants to be in an accident, 
especially on an ice-covered highway 
in the freezing cold - where drivers and 
passengers can face serious risks of inju¬ 
ry or even death and where emergency 
personnel must put themselves in harm’s 
way to save them. 

Wintertime in Alberta can sometimes 
be a nightmare for motorists. Hopefully 
those drivers who would rather talk on 
their cellphones instead of putting their 
full attention to the task of driving safely 
will think twice when the next big storm 
hits. 


certainly have suffered much greater 
hardship. In fact, in some cases those 
rescuers were likely lifesavers too. 
No question, the community at large 
once again owes a big thank-you to the 
region’s emergency personnel. There’s 
no doubt that sometimes highway and 
roadway accidents are unavoidable, 
such as in the case where sudden 
drifting or whiteout conditions create 
immediate and unforeseen road haz¬ 
ards. In those cases, drivers cannot 
and should not be blamed for their 
misfortunes. 

In other cases, however, drivers are to 
blame and should be held accountable, 
both to themselves and their passengers 
as well as to other motorists and emer¬ 
gency workers. 

Whether it is driving far too fast for 
the conditions, driving while distracted, 
or driving under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol, far too many motorists con¬ 
tinue to put themselves ahead of the 
safety of other motorists and rescue 
personnel.

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Miki Town trip to go ahead

Three town officials will be heading 
to Mild Town, Japan, following deci¬ 
sions made at a special council meeting 
on Monday, Dec. 2. 

At the meeting, council rescinded the 
motion made at the last regular council 
meeting to postpone the trip to allow 
for further discussion, according to 
CAO Roy Brown. 

Coun. Lavar Adams, CynDee Walden, 
human resources coordinator, and Greg 
Skotheim, manager of public works, 
will be going on the trip, noted Brown. 

Although a contentious issue, Brown 
said council supports the trip, which is 
paired with a student exchange trip, for 
a few reasons. 

It gives town residents an opportunity 


to meet and live with people front other 
cultures, it helps open students’ eyes 
so they too can get this experience, 
;utd there is the possibility of economic 
development opportunities, he said. 

One of the economic benefits that 
council sees is the development of 
rare sugars that are currently being 
researched and produced in Kagawa 
University in Japan. 

The other is a company named Les 
Gants, which has been producing a 
glove named after Didsbury, with royal¬ 
ties received from the gloves being put 
towards the student exchange program. 

Prof. Masaaki Tokuda, who is lead¬ 
ing the sugar research at Kagawa 
University, picked Didsbury out of four 
Alberta communities for Miki Town to 
twin with, he noted. 

“In laboratory testing D-psicose, (the 


sugar), has been shown to have sig¬ 
nificant results for its anti-diabetic and 
anti-obesity effects," said Brown. 

“This discovery is very significant and 
has nuyor implications for reducing 
obesity worldwide. It has taken Dr. 
Tokuda over 10 years to pass all of the 
regulatory hurdles in Japan to get to be 
able to produce D-psicose for use in 
foods that previously contained regular 
sugar.” 

Because of the sugar’s successful use 
by over 50 companies in Japan, Tokuda 
wants to build a production facility in 
North America 

“Town of Didsbury officials are hope¬ 
ful that the relationships developed in 
Japan will result in the marketing arm 
of the new D-psicose company in Japan 
to choose Didsbury,” he said. 

As far as the exchange program, 
students pay their own way, and two 
town staff act as chaperones, one of 
each gender, in case a student needs to 


return home for whatever reason. 

Besides the sugars and glove royal¬ 
ties, one definite economic benefit is 
when the twinning project brings visi¬ 
tors to town, say officials. 

Every year, about 15 Japanese visitors 
come and spend time in town, benefit¬ 
ing local businesses, and last year, the 
Alberta/Japan Twinned Municipalities 
Conference was held in town, bringing 
in delegates from across Alberta and 
Japan, he added. 

As far as the trip to Japan, the cost to 
taxpayers is between $5,000 and $6,000, 
depending on a few variables, but the 
airfare is covered through Avion points 
collected on Town of Didsbury credit 
cards. 

The relationship with Mila Town has 
been in place since 1999 when for¬ 
mer mayor Ray Lea and his council 
were approached by the Maple Leaf 
Exchange Program, led by Tokuda, 
Brown added.

The Mountainview Colts lost against 
the Okotoks Bisons by a score of 7-3 
last Saturday night. 

Although it was a loss, coach Brent 
Youngs isn’t too worried about it. 

The Colts had a great month, losing 
one game out of the last 11 or 12, he said. 

“So we’ve had a great run, but unfor¬ 
tunately you’re going to have one of 
these,” said Youngs. 

“We didn’t do too good tonight. We 
had a good go in the first period. We 
didn’t quite hold on in the second, and 
we got beat by a little bit better of a 
team tonight.” 

Although a loss, he added the Colts 
beat the Red Deer Vipers on Friday, 
their first win out of three games 
against that team. 

“They’re a good tough team chasing 
us in the standings, so it was good to 
get those two points. I think after this 
we’U have to see how things are but 
we’re still right up in the standings. I 
think we’re about two points from first 
place right now." 


But because it is such a tight divi¬ 
sion, the Colts will not be able to let up 
if they hope to make it to the playoffs, 
he noted. 

The Colts are tied with Stettler for sec¬ 
ond place in the league right now, with 
only a two-point difference - or a single 
win - separating them from Blackfalds, 
which currently holds first place. 

The team will be playing two home 
games on Saturday and Sunday, so he 
is hoping they can sweep both games 
and get higher in the standings. 

“Hopefully we don’t have any more 
of these bad ones. (Okotoks is) a great 
team - top team in the south division. 
They’re a really good team to play 
against, they just got the upper hand on 
us tonight is all.” 

The Bisons' coach Mike Haiuugan said 
his team did well, and despite a slow 
start, was able to overtake the Colts. 

“We lost to High River last night, 4-3, 
so we needed a bounce back game,” 
said Hannigan. 

"The game started a little slow, but I 
think as the game progressed we got a 
little more pucks into the net and got 
some goals.”
